Correction Program 


County officials got started today, one*, natural creeks, etc., were 
on a program of -immediate emer- choked by silt, brush and debris: 
gency correction" of flaws in Marin’s

Members of the Board of Super­ 
visors met this morning in the office 
of County Road Commissioner Carl 
Clow to determine where immedi­ 
ate relief can be obtained by clean­ 
ing ditches and enlarging culverts. 
The supervisors invited County Sur­ 
veyor John Oglesby, and Engineers 
F. W. Ait ken. Marvin Brigham, J. 
Warren Nute and Ray Boege to sit 
in on the session. 
Today’s action was an outgrowth 
of last night’s meeting of the super­ 
visors with representatives of most 
of the flood-stricken areas of the 
county. 


ACCURATE COST MONDAY 
At last night’s session, the super­ 
visors agreed to undertake “imme­ 
diate, emergency corrections” at a 
cost perhaps between $15.000 and 
$20,000. Chairman Fred Bagshaw 
said an accurate cost estimate would 
be obtained before Monday’s meet­ 
ing of the board and the technical 
transfer of funds from the “unap­ 
propriated reserve” could take place 
then. 
County engineers, county planners 
and the supervisors themselves came 
in for considerable criticism at last 
night’s meeting. Critics blamed the 
flood situation and drainage defi­ 
ciencies on inadequate county re­ 
quirements for subdivision approval. 
Joseph H. Zeitlen, civil engineer 
employed by the Army Corps of En­ 
gineers and San Rafael Meadows 
resident, emerged as the principal 
critic of the county’s handling of 
drainage and flood control matters. 
BAD DRAINAGE 
Noting that San Rafael Meadows 
is “five or six feet" above sea level, 
he declared that floods there are 
purely a matter of inadequate drain­ 
age facUities. He charged that the 
planning commission and the county 
engineer "whoever he is” have not 
properly checked drainage designs 
for subdivision plans. 
“It seems to be the ordinary prac­ 
tice in Marin to design storm drains 
for ordinary storms. When big 
storms come, the drains overflow 
into the streets,” Zeitlen asserted. 
This results in high road mainte­ 
nance costs, he said. 
Supervisor William D. Fusselman 
said his impression was that while 
Peninsula subdivisions had “sub­ 
standard” drainage systems, Marin’s 
standards were higher. 


CHARGES LAXITY 
When the , supervisors explained 
that they left engineering approval 
“up to the engineer employed by 
the county,” Zeitlen said it was ap­ 
parent the county was “lax" in 
choosing qualified engineers to per- 
fovm the task. 
In addition to a San Raise! 
Meadows delegation, there were 
flood victims present from various 
Ross Valley communities, Tamal­ 
pais Valley, Novato, Almonte, Santa 
Venetia, Mm Valley and elsewhere 
throughout the county. In each in­ 
stant», their complaints followed 
pretty much the same pattern: 
large culverts emptied into 


some natural water courses had 
been diverted.

Mrs. Bolles was one of two Ross district trustees 
threatened with recall action over the ouster of District 
Superintendent P. M. Bliss. 
The other threatened 
trustee is John E. Cahill. 


Mrs. Bolles said she still hopes Bliss will be 
replaced. In her letter she said she believes quitting 
now will avoid "serious and permanent harm" to Ross 
school. 
(Extracts from her statement are on page 
three. I 


The resignation, which she said did not arise from 
last weekend's inter-faction negotiations, was effec­ 
tive immediately. 


There was no indication whether the recall would 
continue against Cahill. Peter Pike, recall committee 
spokesman, said his group will meet tonight to con­ 
sider the matter. 


Cahill said Mrs. Bolles1 action was a "noble" out 
and offers an opportunity for return of peace to the 
embattled community. 
County Begins Flood 
Correction Program 


County officials got started today 
on a program of “immediate emer­ 
gency correction" of flaws to Marin’s 
drainage facilities. 
Members of the Board of Super­ 
visors met this morning in the office 
of County Road Commissioner Carl 
Clew to determine where immedi­ 
ate relief can be obtained by cleans 
tog ditches and enlarging culverts. 
The supervisors invited County Sur­ 
veyor John Oglesby, and Engineers 
F. W. Aitken, Marvin Brigham, J. 
Warren Nute and Ray Boege to sit 
in on the session. 
Today’s action was an outgrowth 
of last night’s meeting of the super­ 
visors with representatives of most 
of the flood-stricken areas of the 
county. 


ACCURATE COST MONDAY 
At last night’s session, the super­ 
visors agreed to undertake “imme­ 
diate, emergency corrections" at a 
cost perhaps between $15,000 and 
, $20,000. Chairman Fred Bagshaw 
said an accurate cost estimate would 
be obtained before Monday’s meet­ 
ing of the board and the technical 
transfer of funds from the “unap­ 
propriated reserve" could take place 
then. 
County engineers, county planners 
and the supervisors themselves came 
in for considerable criticism at last 
night’s meeting. Critics blamed the 
flood situation and drainage defi­ 
ciencies on inadequate county re­ 
quirements for subdivision approval. 
Joseph H. Zeitlen, civil engineer 
employed by the Army Corps of En­ 
gineers and San Rafael Meadows 
resident, emerged as the principal 
critic of the county’s handling of 
drainage and flood control matters. 


BAD DRAINAGE 
Noting that San Rafael Meadows 
is “five or six feet” above sea level, 
he declared that floods there are 
purely a matter of inadequate drain­ 
age facilities. He charged that the 
planning commission and the county 
engineer “whoever he is" have not 
properly checked drainage designs 
for subdivision plans. 
“It seems to be the ordinary prac­ 
tice to Marin to design storm drains 
for ordinary storms, When big 
storms come, the drains overflow 
into the streets,” Zeitlen asserted. 
This results in high road mainte­ 
nance costs, he said. 
Supervisor William D. Fusselman 
said his impression was that while 
Peninsula subdivisions had “sub­ 
standard" drainage systems, Marin’s 
standards were higher. 


CHARGES LAXITY 
When the .supervisors explained 
that they left engineering approval 
“up to the engineer employed by 
the county," Zeitlen said it was ap­ 
parent the county was “lax" to 
choosing qualified engineers to per­ 
form the task. 
In addition to a San Rafael 
Meadows 
delegation, 
there 
were 
flood victims present from various 
Ross Valley communities, Tamal­ 
pais Valley, Novato, Almonte, Santa 
Venetia, Mill Valley and elsewhere 
throughout the county. In each in­ 
stance, their complaints followed 
pretty much the same pattern: 
larga culverts emptied into small* 


ones, 
natural creeks, etc., 
were 
choked by silt, brush and debris; 
some natural water courses had 
been diverted. 
The supervisors promised immedi­ 
ate attention to critical problems 
brought to their attention last night. 


SEND SAND BAGS 
In Tam Valley, for instance, they 
promised sand bags to raise the 
banks of Coyote creek. Supervisor 
George Whiteley said he had verbal 
assurances that San Rafael Mea­ 
dows'subdividers would go to work 
on the problem there as soon as 
they could obtain equipment and 
move it in. He said he would seek 
a written promise to that effect to­ 
day and the audience applauded. 
When Supervisor Fusselman noted 
that all the subdivisions had met 
FILA, requirements, Whiteley re­ 
torted, “The F.H.A. isn’t worth a 
nickel," and brought down the 
house. 
A Tam, Valley spokesman said 
improper engineering in connection 
with preparation: of the site for the 
new Tam Valley school now threat­ 
ened that structure with floods. 
Engineer Oglesby cracked, “Don’t 
blame the engineers. That was done 
by an architect." 


ROSS MAN COMPLAINS 
A Ross resident complained that 
the Marin Municipal Water district 
empties water from Phoenix reser­ 
voir into San Anslemo creek at the 
very time when it is already about 
to overflow with flood waters. The 
supervisors said they would take the 
matter up with water district direc­ 
tors. • 
Supervisor Robert H. Trumbull 
said Novato’s problem won’t be 
solved until the Federal government 
dredges Novato creek which to re­ 
cent years has bqcome silted up, and 
acts as a dam for the flood waters 
it should carry to the bay. 
Don Urquhart of Mill Valley was 
on hand to boost his “Lake Meritt" 
plan for upper Richardson Bay. “It 
will solve these flood problems," he 
said. 
Neil Meadowcroft of Mill Valley 
and City Manager-Engtoeer Boege 
ot San Rafael stressed the im­ 
portance of controlling excavations 
which, during heavy rains, release 
mud which clogs drainage facilities. 
“Before the county gets started on 
its master road plan, it must first

Marine Basic Officers Live 
In Mud, Make Good Grades 


By FRANK ELEAZER 


QUANTTCO, Va. OLE — Some of 
the Marin« in bask officer's school 
here never had It so good. Their 
barracks area looks like a college 
campus. Others live in a military 
shim. They don’t get out of the mud 
all week. 
So which group does the best in 
school? 
Col. David M. Shoup, the school’s 
bom, said today it’s the mud-dwell- 
era every time. He thinks there may 
be a lesson in this for the naikm’s 
colleges but isn’t sure just what It is. 
"All I know Is that the men work­ 
ing under handicap consistently 
make a better scholastic record here 
than those who live under almost 
ideal conditions,** 6houp said. “When 
you swap one group with the other, 
the low scorers become high «id 
vice versa.” 
CoL Shoup is commanding officer 
of the biggest of the Marine Corps 
schools here. Through his baric 
school must pass every new Marine 
officer, whether he comes up from 
the ranks or la commissioned from 
civil life. 
Most of his scholars are college 
graduates. During the five-months 
course they attend class from 8 to 5 
Monday through Friday and from 8 
to 12 on Saturday. They study such 
un-collegia t# courses as map read 


ing, air support, and operation of 
the machine gun. 
Enrollment 
currently 
is 
1,266. 
School headquarters and Shoup’s 
office, is in the main camp area. In 
Marine lingo, this is “mainside.” As 
many of the students as possible 
live and study in this area. 
Much loving care has bSsn lav­ 
ished on this old Marine base. By 
foxhole standards, life here is a 
dream. By any standards it is pretty 
sk i. 
. Unfortunately, the plaee is bulg­ 
ing at the seams. Many of Shoup’s 
students live, eat, sleep and study 
in a morass of quonset huts, oil 
stoves, tractors and ditchdiggers. 
and just plain mud—12 miles re­ 
moved from the plush officers* club, 
the bowling alley, ««id the moder­ 
ately bright lights of Quantico. 
Officially, this is Camp Barrett. 
Unofficially, it's the “boondocks.” 
It is still under construction. Of­ 
ficially, that accounts for the mud. 
Unofficially, some residents doubt 
that the mud will ever be licked. 
“We first discovered what was 
happening about 15 months ago,” 
Col. Shoup said. “We had a battal­ 
ion of students living m&inslde and 
right next door to ike class and 
study rooms; also close to the mess 
hall, the post exchange and the 
recreation area. 


“Another battalion was housed 
just as well but about 10 minutes 
walk removed from the area Qf ac­ 
tivity. This group invariably main­ 
tained the best scholastk average. 
What is Shoup's theory about the 
magic of living in the mud?” 
“It's a challenge to the men, as 
I see it," he explained. “They feel 
they are working under difficulties 
and it's up to them to surmount 
them. .. ”

QUANTICO» Va. (U.R) — Some of 
the Marines in basic officer’s school 
here never had it so good. Their 
barracks area looks like a college 
campus. Others live in a military 
slum. They don’t get out of the mud 
all week. 
So which group does the best in 
school? 
Col. David M. Shoup, the school’s 
boss, said today it’s the mud-dwell- 
ers every time. He thinks there may 
be a lesson in this for the nation’s 
colleges but isn’t sure just what it is. 
"All I know is that the men work­ 
ing under handicap consistently 
make a better scholastic record here 
than those who live under almost 
ideal conditions,” -Shoup said. "When 
you swap one group with the other, 
the low scorers become high and 
vice Versa.” 
Col. Bhoup la commanding officer 
of the biggest of the Marine Corps 
schools here. Through his basic 
school must pass every new Marine 
officer, whether he comes up from 
the ranks or is commissioned from 
civil life. 
Most of his’ scholars are college 
graduates. During the five-months 
course they attend class from 8 to 5 
Monday through Friday and from 8 
to 12 on Saturday, They study such 
un-collegiate courses as map read­ 


ing, air support, and operation of 
the machine gun. 
Enrollment 
currently is 
1,266. 
School headquarters, and Shoup’s 
office, is in the main camp area. In 
Marine lingo, this is "malnside.” As 
many of the students as possible 
live and study in this area. 
Much loving care has béten lav­ 
ished on this old Marine base. By 
foxhole standards, life here is a 
dream. By any standards it Is pretty 
nice. 
Unfortunately, the place is bulg­ 
ing at the seams. Many of Shoup’s 
students live, eat, sleep and study 
in a morass of quonset huts, oil 
stoves, tractors and ditchdiggers, 
and Just plain mud—12 miles re­ 
moved from the plush officers' club, 
the bowling alley, and the moder­ 
ately bright lights of Quantico. 
Officially, this is Camp Barrett, 
Unofficially, it’» the "boondocks.” 
It is still under construction. Of­ 
ficially, that accounts for the mud, 
Unofficially, some residents doubt 
that the mud will ever be licked. 
"We first discovered what was 
happening about 15 months ago,” 
Col. Shoup said. "We had a battal­ 
ion of students living mainside and 
right next door to the class and 
study rooms; also close to the mess 
hall, the post exchange and the 
recreation area. 


"Another battalion was housed 
just as well but about 10 minutes 
walk removed from the area QÍ ac­ 
tivity. This group invariably main­ 
tained the best scholastic average.” 
What is Shoup’s theory about the 
magic of living in the mud?” 
"It’s a challenge to the men, as 
I see it,” he explained. ‘They feel 
they are working under difficulties 
and it’s up to them to surmount

In fact, it la because of his ad­ 
miration of Miss Tompkins and her 
work that Mr. Friedrichs, head of 
the Ban Francisco Society for Pre­ 
vention of Cruelty to Animals, and 
vice president of the national or­ 
ganization is coming to Marin. 
The publls is invited to hear the 
distinguished San Franciscan when 
he speaks in Room 1 of College of 
Marin at 10:30 a. m. Thursday. He 
will be introduced by Mn. Maurice 
Gale, the new president of the Mar­ 
in Auxiliary.

PIONEER DAYS 
Both the humane society and 
the auxiliary, which <was subse­ 
quently organised, had a long and 
hard road to travel before they 
became the large, smooth running 
and powerful organisations they 
are today. 
Back In 1907 it was not only horse 
and buggy days but days when 
horses and mules were lashed into 
a frenzy to make them pull over­ 
loaded wagons out of the mud, when 
cattle were starved to death when 
pasturage gave out, and dogs and 
cats were subjected to all kinds of 
cruelty. 
It was Miss Tompkins and people 
like her who saw that the only way 
to protect animals and have laws 
passed, so "that humane office» 
would have authority, was to or­ 
ganise. 
Fred Howard wa3 the first presi­ 
dent of the Marin County Humane 
Society. George U. Hind held the 
office for 38 years, from 1913 until 
his death. I. W. Borda now heads 


the organisation. 
Miss Tompkins 
served as secretary from the start 
of the organization until her recent 
retirement. She holds honorary 
ofiice in tha society but still con­ 
tinues active service. 
Miss Tompkins, one of the most 
remarkable and capable women I 
have ever known, Is also one of the 
most modest. She says: “I couldn’t 
have done any of this alone. Every 
one helped. It is an organization 
built on good win. It makes me 
sad to think that so many of tha 
people who worked for the society 
are gone. 
“At the atari wa didn’t have any 
place, any office, any kennels. My 
sister and I took the stray animals 
up to our home and we cared for 
them there. 
Then Dr. Rydberg 
(a veterinarian) fixed up a couple 
of stalls where we could keep the 
animals. 
FIRST KENNEL 
“After a while we took over an old 
blacksmith shop on C street for our 
office and kennel. The place was 
in terrible condition but Mr. Hell- 
wig (now city building inspector) 
and a couple of other volunteers 
fixed it up for us. 
“Mn. Kappenmann had a tele­ 
phone put in the plumbing shop 
to ako our calls. She did 'this for 
a number of yea» without any 
cost to us. 


“We didn’t have any funds to 
hire a humane officer so Hugh 
McCurdy (a San Rafael police of­ 
ficer) gave us his days off. 
He 
would make investigations and re­ 
porte on cruelty cases. 
“And Mr. Barr (William Barr 
Sr. a members of the Marin oounty 
board of supervisors) was a tower 
of strength. 
He 
got the 
first 
money from the county for us to 
carry on our work. It waa only 
$35 a month, but it was a big help. 
With the exception of Mr. Hell wig, 
all these people and many more 
who helped us a » gone. 
I wish 
they could have seen the splendid 
plant we have today.** 
In Octobd# cf 1931 the aoclety*s 
modem shelter on Grand avenue 
in San Rafael was completed and 
last year a spacious addition was 
constructed.

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YOUR HEALTH 
Heredity Alone Is Not The 
Cause Of Birth Deformities 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
What causes some children to 
come into the world with defects, 
while others—the great majority— 
are normal at birth? 
By far the greatest number of 
defects cannot be explained by 
heredity or environment causes. At 
present we know of no way to con­ 
trol them. 
Some deformities may be due to 
heredity, but they, too, are beyond 
man’s control. Hereditary factors 
may have something to do with 
enlarged brain, enlarged head due 
to water on the brain, cataracts, 
harelip and others. 
BEFORE BIRTH 
Still other defects can be traced 
to some condition in the baby’s 
environment while it is growing in 
the mother’s womb. By learning to 
control these conditions, we have 
made progress in preventing de­ 
formities at birth. 
German measles is an example in 
this field. A mother who develops 
German measles in the first three 
months of pregnancy is in danger 
of bearing a defective child. Accord­ 
ing to estimates, the offspring will 
show defects in about 40 per cent 
or less of such pregnancies. 


DISEASE IN MOTHER 
A disease such as syphillis in the 
mother can also cause delects in 
the child Another environmental 
factor is over-exposure of the moth­ 
er to X-rays during pregnancy. 
After we have disposed of heredi­ 


tary and environmental causes, how­ 
ever, wt are left with the many 
defects we cannot exphun. It is felt 
by some that a number of these may 
be due to a deficiency in the moth­ 
er’s diet during pregnancy, or to a 
hormone disfunction. 
At the present time, «dentists are 


giving much attention to the hidden 
causes of defects in the newborn, 
and to ways of preventing them. 
We are now able to eliminate 
many of the defects which we ban 
trace to prenatal environment, and 
increasing knowledge should give 
us control over these due to other 
causes. Thanks to discoveries of this 
kind, doctors can already care for a 
baby's health many months before 
it is bom. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
MR.: I am 65 years of age and 
have a cracking of the joints of my 
fingers, with a soreness in them. 
What could be the cause of this? 
Answer: You are probably suffer­ 
ing from a form of arthritis known 
as osteoarthritis. Osteoarthritis of 
the finger is a condition In which 
there is inflammation in the joints 
of the finger, together with an over­ 
growth of the bony tissue around 
the joint. 
The exact cause of this disorder 
is not known, although the presence 
of infection somewhere in the body 
is a contributing cause. The re­ 
moval of such infection and build­ 
ing up the individual’s general 
health are important factors in the 
treatment of the condition. 
You should g*t plenty of fresh air, 
sunshine, rest and sleep, and eat a 
well-balanced diet containing vege­ 
table®, fruits, whole-grain cereals 
and milk, with meat and eggs Is 
moderate amount. 
Physiotherapy 
may be of help.

What causes some children to 
come into the world with defects, 
while others—the great majority— 
are normal at birth? 
By far the greatest number of 
defects cannot be explained by 
heredity or environment causes. At 
present we know of no way to con­ 
trol them. 
Some deformities may be due to 
heredity, but they, too, are beyond 
man's control. Hereditary factors 
may have something to do with 
enlarged brain, enlarged head due 
to water on the brain, cataracts, 
harelip and others. 
BEFORE BIRTH 
Still other defects can be traced 
to some condition in the baby’s 
environment while it is growing in 
the mother’s womb. By learning to 
control these conditions, we have 
made progress in preventing de­ 
formities at birth. 
German measles 'is an example to 
this field. A mother who develops 
German measles in the first three 
months of pregnancy is in danger 
of bearing a defective child. Accord­ 
ing to estimates, the offspring will 
show defects to about 40 per cent 
or less of such pregnancies. 
DISEASE IN MOTHER 
A disease such as syphillis to the 
mother can also cause defects in 
the child. Another environmental 
factor is over-exposure of the moth­ 
er to X-rays during pregnancy. 
After we have disposed of heredi­ 
tary and environmental causes, how­ 
ever, we are left with the many 
defects we cannot explain. It is felt 
by some that a number of these may 
be due to a deficiency in the moth­ 
er's diet during pregnancy, or to a 
hormone disfunction. 
At the present time, scientists are 


giving much attention to the hidden 
causes of defects in the newborn, 
and to ways of preventing them. 
We are now able to eliminate 
many of the defects which we ban 
trace to prenatal environment, and 
increasing knowledge should give 
us control over these due to other 
causes. Thanks to discoveries of this 
kind, doctors can already care for a 
baby’s health many months before 
it Is born. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
MR.; I am 65 years of age and 
have a cracking of the joints of my 
fingers, with a soreness in them. 
What could be the cause of this? 
Answer: You are probably suffer­ 
ing from a form of arthritis known 
as osteoarthritis. Osteoarthritis of 
the finger is a condition to which 
there is inflammation in the joints 
of the finger, together with an over­ 
growth of the bony tissue around 
the joint. 
The exact cause of this disorder 
is not known, although the presence 
of Infection somewhere to the body 
Is a contributing cause. The re­ 
moval of such infection and build­ 
ing up the individual's general 
health are important factors in the 
treatment of the condition. 
You should gqt plenty of fresh air, 
sunshine, rest and sleep, and ext a 
well-balanced diet containing vege­ 
tables, fruits, whole-grain cereals 
and milk, with meat and eggs to 
moderate 
amount. 
Physiotherapy 
may be of help.

Incidentally, my 
stock should go up around home 
tonight. Wait till my three daugh­ 
ters read what I've been saying! 
QUESTIONS ANSWERED 
Q. Two months ago* Dr. Barbour, 
you said something about skipping 
big, bright girls ahead one year in 
school. Are you doing that to your 
school system? 
A. We do only after careful in­ 
dividual study by teacher, principal, 
and school psychologist. The extra 
promotion is never automatic.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Freeway Group Rantings 
Deserve No Consideration 


We ire gettng mighy tired of the seemingly 
endless irresponsible obstructionism of that 
little ipeciaMntmt group which goes by the 
high-sounding name of San Frandsco-Marin 
Freeway Association, Inc 


Right from its inception several months ago 
the association has engaged mainly in harassing 
and haranguing those public officials, organiza­ 
tions and individuals who are trying to do 
something constructive about the Waldo Grade. 
And nobody in his right mind would argue that 
considerable improvement isn’t necessary there. 


But the leaden of this self-styled “freeway 
association” have, so far as we can see, offered 
nothing but negative arguments and destructive, 
uncalled for .criticism. Even the “alternate 
plans’ the group has submitted have seemed 
de igned primarily for the purpose of blocking 
the plan to rebuild, widen and straighten the 
Waldo grade. 


The association has bitterly denounced State 
Senator Jack McCarthy, the state division of 
highways and the Golden Gate bridge and 
highway district 


While we hold the view that criticism of 
public officials and public bodies often has a 
beneficial effect, the criticism must be con­ 
structive and based on something better than 
unsupported accusations. 
In a democracy where people must have fiee 
access to public information in order to make 
self-government work, a charge that a public 
official is withholding information is a most 
serious accusation. 


Not long ago, Warren Glass, president of the 
freeway association, asserted that his request 
few certain information about highway matters 
was refused by the state division of highways. 


In other words, he was in the position of 
accusing state highway officials of a most 
serious offence-withholding information from 
the public. 
But our inquiry into the affair fails to sub­ 
stantiate Glass* accusation. It turns out that the 
state division of highways refused-and quite 
properly in our estimation-to go to the effort 
and expense of preparing a copy of its “accident 
profile” as a special favor to the freeway 
association. 


Glass also demanded, we learn, that the divi­ 
sion of highways turn over to him copies of 
accident reports prepared by the Californii 
Highway patrol. He was, of course, refused. It 
was only logical that he ask the highway patrol 
instead of the highway dhiiion for copies of 
its reports and if he did we feel sure he would 
quickly learn of the provisions of the vehicle 
code which hold such information to be confi­ 
dential, not for disemination to the public 


HAL BOYLE'S COLUMN 


We think that is an Unjust law and at some 
future time will discuss our views here at 
length. But suffice it to say now that it’s hardly 
“cricket” to blame a public official for up­ 
holding the laws he is sworn to support, bad 
as the law may be. 
An irresponsible accusation that a public 
official is withholding information seems to us 
even more reprehensible than the actual with­ 
holding of the information would be. 
As we see it, the freeway association’s un­ 
ceasing barrage of harassment deserves no 
serious consideration from those involved in the 
Waldo Grade improvement project.

There are dangerous currents that would 
wreck our American Ship of State. They come 
from those who {»reach hate and discord-from 
those who rant against their mates because of 
their religion or their race. They would divide 
the crew and wreck the ship with mutiny. 
But like courageous Kurt Carlsen, we must 
stand by and sail on. 
We cannot abandon 
ship. 
We must ride the storm for there can 
be calm waters 
ahead 
if we will have the 
courage and perserverance to fight the seas of 
discord and keep our ship on even keel. 
So there’s a part for every American skip­ 
per to play these days. 
And if wc will face 
our dangers with the same stubborn courage 
that Captain Carlsen showed, we, too, can be 
heroes to the world. 
Let us remember that today salvagers lie in 
wait for us should our ship become a derelict 
But that will never be.—E, B. B.

WALTER LIPPMANN: 
We Must Return To 


Idea Of Helping, . 
Not 'Using' Others 


HERE 
AND 
ABROAD people 
are asking how much agreement 
there now is between Britain and 
America to the Far East and to the 
Middle East. 
The question would 
not be so hard to answer If agree­ 
ment were a matter of Britain ac­ 
cepting our views, or vice versa. 
But the great fact is that on the 
deep and difficult problems of the 
Far East and the Middle East 
neither of the two government« 
has views that are clear enough 
to be brought into agreement. 
These deep and difficult prob­ 
lems are not those 
which 
are 
posed by direct, overt, naked, or­ 
ganized military intervention, as 
to Korea. There has been no great 
difficulty in reaching agreement 
to resist that obvious kind of thing. 
If there is a truce in Korea, if 
then the Chinese take part to an 
invasion of South Korea, there 
will, of course, be prompt and se­ 
vere retaliation 
Likewise, if Chi­ 
nese armies march 
across 
the 
frontier of Indo-China and attack 
the French and the Viet-Namese, 
then Britain and America will, 
of course, retaliate promptly and 
severely. 


BUT WHILE IT IS necessary 
and important to know what we 
would do if there is an overt ag­ 
gression, the perplexing problems 
of the Far East and of the Middle 
East are those In which there is 
no overt aggression. Korea 1s the 
exceptional and not the typical 
case. 
There is no overt aggres­ 
sion—nothing that has yet hap­ 
pened which calls for collective 
action by the U. N —in Indo­ 
china, 
Malaya, 
Burma. 
Iran, 
Egypt and Tunisia. Yet the prob­ 
lems of the Western powers to 
those 
countries 
are 
enormously 
difficult and dangerous. 
It is important to know what we 
would do if there were overt Chi­ 
nese or Russian intervention to 
any of them. But what we need to 
know now, from day to day, is 
what to do If there is no inter­ 
vention but the troubles mount. 
The real issues which the French, 
the British and we ourselves have 
to face in these regions cannot be 
dealt 
with 
alone 
by 
military 
declarations as to what we shall 
do if something, which has not 
taken place, should take place. 
We need the military declarations. 
But we must not then deceive our­ 
selves into thinking that these 
declarations and pledges solve the 
main problem. 
If the roof of the house is falling 
to, it will not solve the problem 
of how to go on living to that 
house to put another lock on the 
front door. It may be, of course, 
that the Chinese and the Russians 
intend to repeat the Korean affair 
all around the periphery of the 
Communist orbit. 
But it is at 
least as likely that they have 
learned the lessons of that experi­ 
ment, and that they will not do 
the things for which we are best 
prepared, which would now most 
surely mobilize the 
whole 
non- 
Communist world against them. 


WHAT WE ARE LEAST pre­ 
pared for is the kind of thing we 
are seeing in Iran, in Egypt, in 
Tunisia—to another form in Bur­ 
ma, Indo-China and Malaya. Were 
there an armistice in Korea, we 
should be seeing it there. 
It is 
the breakdown of the existing au­ 
thority which then precipitates a 
confused 
and 
probably a long 
struggle in each country, and by 
rival outside powers, to determine 
the succession. 


Almost certainly there can be 
no such thing as a “solution” for 
what is in fact an immense his- * 
torical process. To expect to have 
a “solution” for all these coun­ 
tries is rather like it would have 
been five "centuries ago to ask whe­ 
ther the Pope or the Emperor had 
the better solution for the passage 
of Europe from the Middle Ages 
into the Modem Age. 


THAT DOE8 NOT MEAN that 
we can do nothing. It does mean 
that if we see the problem to that 
way, we shall understand that the 
very essence of all policy must be 
the understanding 
that we 
no 
longer dominate and that we can­ 
not command the course of events. 
Our military power, which I* in­ 
dispensable for dealing with the 
military power of the 8oviet Unkm, 
is altogether a secondary instru­ 
ment in these countries. We must 
not expect to accomplish much by 
military power. That would be like 
expecting the strategic air force 
to deal effectively with reckless 
driving and. child delinquency in 
our cities. Nor as a matter of fact 
can the course of events be gov­ 
erned by subsidies given to those 
who most convincingly proclaim 
their preference for us against the 
Communist«. 


THERE WAS a TIME WHEN 
this country had much greater 
prestige and influence among all 
these peoples than it has today. 
That was when we were asking 
nothing of them but that which 
they wanted for themselves. 
I 
know well that great powers can­ 
not expect to be loved everywhere 
and that they are bound to be dis­ 
trusted and widely disliked. 
Yet 
despite all that, and though our 
position and theirs have changed 
greatly, the old American atti­ 
tude Is still the true, and for the 
long run the only effective founda­ 
tion of a policy. 


The essence of It is not to treat 
these peoples as the Instrument 
of an American policy, as pawns 
to the strategic policy of military 
containment. That will not work. 
That is what is not working now. 
That is the main cause of the im­ 
mense Asian feeling against us. 
The people 
there 
believe—and 
those who can read or listen to 
what is so commonly said in Con­ 
gress and elsewhere find much to 
support them—that we think of 
them as a means to our ends— 
noble ends, no doubt, but still our 
ends. 


ONLY THE OTHER DAY a 
leading newspaper tried to help 
Mr. Churchill by explaining to its 
readers the quantitative advan­ 
tages to America of the British 
Isles. That would once have been 
recognized as a most un-Ameri­ 
can way to talk about other peo­ 
ples, and Americans would have 
regarded it as an immoral way to 
think about them. 
We shall do 
well to examine ourselves. 
For in 
dealing with the peoples of Asia 
and Africa who are just achieving 
independence, the first thing to 
realize Is that by independence 
they 
understand 
primarily 
not 
merely universal suffrage or even 
a better standard of life but above 
all a new personal self-respect. If 
we forget that, the policies we 
make for those region» are sure 
to be disastrously ineffective. 
For 
the one thing that will not work 
in that turbulent world is a policy 
which regards the people as an 
instrument

r e a l 
e s t a t e , ***** 
buildings and improvements, etc. 
This also means, in the caw of 
farmers, livestock held for over 13 
months and used for draft, breed­ 
ing or dairy purposes. This appeals 
to be true regardless of whether the 
•livestock was raised, purchased or 
otherwise acquired and regardless 
of whether the farmer keeps books 


on the cash basis or on the accrual 
ha«i« 


Property that cannot be accorded 
treatment under this section is the 
ordinary stock in trade of a mer­ 
chant or retailer, property held 
primarily for sale to customers in 
the ordinary course of trade or 
business, property 
t h a t 
would 
ordinarily be included to inventory 
if on hand at the end of the year, 
except for farmers, as above, and 
timber.

While any such loss is fully de­ 
ductible from other Income in the 
year of loss, it is not permissible to 
use such loss ss a part of a “Net 
Operating Low, Carry-Back and 
Carry-Over.”

ule D, form 1040, “Property other 
than capital assets/’ so that 100% 
is taken into account.

EDITORIAL COMMENT 
Freeway Group Rantings 
Deserve No Consideration 


Wc ire gettng rnighy tired of the seemingly 
endless irresponsible obstructionism o£ that 
little spccial-interst group which goes by the 
high-sounding name of San Francisco-Marin 
Freeway Association, Inc, 


Right from its inception several months ago 
the association has engaged mainly in harassing 
and haranguing those public officials, organiza­ 
tions and individuals who are trying to do 
something constructive about the Waldo Grade. 
And nobody in his right mind would argue that 
considerable improvement isn't necessary there. 


But the leaders of this self-styled “freeway 
association" have, so far as we can see, offered 
nothing but negative arguments and destructive, 
un-called for .criticism. Even the “alternate 
plans" the group has submitted have seemed 
de igned primarily for the purpose of blocking 
the plan to rebuild, widen and straighten the 
Waldo grade. 


The association has bitterly denounced State 
Senator Jack McCarthy, the state division of 
highways and the Golden Gate bridge and 
highway district 


While we hold the view that criticism of 
public officials and public bodies often has a 
beneficial effect, the criticism must be con­ 
structive and based on something better than 
unsupported accusations. 
In a democracy where people must have free 
access to public information in order to make 
self-government work, a charge that a public 
official is withholding information is a most 
serious accusation. 
Not long ago, Warren Glass, president of the 
freeway association, asserted that his request 
for certain information about highway matters 
was refused by the state division of highways. 
In other words, he was in the position of 
accusing state highway officials of a most 
serious offence—withholding information from 
the public. 
But our inquiry into the affair fails to sub­ 
stantiate Glass' accusation. It turns out that the 
state division of highways refused-and quite 
properly in our estimation—to go to the effort 
and expense of preparing a copy of its “accident 
profile" as a special favor to the freeway 
association. 
Glass also demanded, we learn, that the divi­ 
sion of highways turn over to him copies of 
accident reports prepared by the California 
Highway patrol. He was, of course, refused. It 
was only logical that he ask the highway patrol 
instead of the highway division^ for copies of 
its reports and if he did we feel sure he would 
quickly learn of the provisions of the vehicle 
code which hold such information to be confi­ 
dential, not for disemination to the public. 


HAL BOYLE'S COLUMN 


We think that is an Unjust law and at some 
future time will discuss our views here at 
length. But suffice it to say now that it's hardly 
"cricket" to blame a public official for up­ 
holding the laws he is sworn to support, bad 
as the law may be. 
An irresponsible accusation that a public 
official is withholding information seems to us 
even more reprehensible than the actual with­ 
holding of the information would be. 
As we see it, the freeway association’s un­ 
ceasing barrage of harassment deserves no 
serious consideration from those involved in the 
Waldo Grade improvement project.

HERE AND ABROAD people 
are asking how much agreement 
there now is between Britain and 
America in the Far East and In the 
Middle East. The question would 
not be so hard to answer if agree­ 
ment were a matter of Britain ac­ 
cepting our views, or vice versa. 
But the great tact is that on the 
deep and difficult problems of the 
Far East and the Middle East 
neither of the two government» 
has views that are clear enough 
to be brought into agreement. 
These deep and difficult prob­ 
lems are not those 
which 
are 
posed by direct, overt, naked, or­ 
ganized military intervention, as 
to Korea. There has been no great 
difficulty in reaching agreement 
to resist that obvious kind of thing. 
If there Is a truce in Korea, if 
then the Chinese take part in an 
invasion of South Korea, there 
will, of course, be prompt and se­ 
vere retaliation. Likewise, if Chi­ 
nese armies, march 
across 
the 
frontier of Indo-China and attack 
the French and the Viet-Namese, 
then Britain and America will, 
of course, retaliate promptly and 
severely. 


BUT WHILE IT IS necessary 
and important to know what we 
would do if there is an overt ag­ 
gression, the perplexing problema 
of the Far East and of the Middle 
East are those In which there is 
no overt aggression. Korea 1s the 
'exceptional, and not the typical 
case. 
There is no overt aggres­ 
sion—nothing that has yet hap­ 
pened which calls for collective 
action by the U. N.—in Indo­ 
china, 
Malaya, 
Burma, 
Iran, 
Egypt and Tunisia. Yet the prob­ 
lems of the Western powers In 
those countries are enormously 
difficult and dangerous. 
It is. important to know what we 
would do if there were overt Chi­ 
nese or Russian intervention in 
any of them. But what we need to 
know now, from day to day, Is 
what to do if there is no inter­ 
vention but the troubles mount. 
The real Issues which the French, 
the British and we ourselves have 
to face in these regions cannot be 
dealt 
with 
alone 
by 
military 
declarations as to what we shall 
do .if' something, which has. not 
taken place, should take place. 
'We need the military: declarations. 
But we must not then deceive our­ 
selves into thinking that these 
declarations and pledges solve the 
main problem. 
1 
.If the roof of the house is falling 
to. it will not solve the problem 
of how to go on living in that 
house to put another lock on the 
front door. It may be, of course, 
that the Chinese and the Russians 
intend to repeat the Korean affair 
all around the periphery of the 
Communist orbit. 
But it it at 
least as likely that they have 
learned the lessons of that experi­ 
ment, and that they will not do 
the things for which we are best 
prepared, which would now most 
surely mobilize the whole non- 
Communist world against them. 


WHAT WE ARE LEAST pre­ 
pared for is the kind of thing we 
are seeing in Iran, in Egypt, in 
Tunisia—in another form in Bur­ 
ma, Indo-China and Malaya. Were 
there an armistice in Korea, we 
should be seeing it there. 
It Is 
the breakdown, of the existing au­ 
thority which then precipitates a 
■confused 
and 
probably a long 
struggle in each country, and by 
rival outside powers, to determine 
the succession. 


Almost certainly there can be 
no such thing as a “solution” for 
what is in fact an immense his­ 
torical process. To expect to have 
a "solution” for all these' ¡coun­ 
tries is rather like it would have 
been five centuries ago to ask whe­ 
ther the Pope or the Emperor had 
the better solution for the passage 
of Europe from the Middle Ages 
into the Modem Age. 


THAT DOES NOT MEAN that 
we can do nothing. It does mean 
that if we see the problem in that 
way, wa shall understand that the 
very essence of all policy must be 
the understanding 
that we 
no 
longer dominate and that we can­ 
not command the course of events. 
Our military power, which is in­ 
dispensable for dealing with the 
military power of the Soviet Union, 
Is altogether a secondary Instru­ 
ment in these countries. We must 
not expect to accomplish much by 
military power. That would be like 
expecting the strategic air force 
to deal, effectively with, reckless 
driving and. child delinquency in 
our cities. Nor as a matter of fact 
can the course of events be gov­ 
erned by subsidies given to those 
who most convincingly proclaim 
their preference for us against the 
Communists.

The essence of It is not to treat 
these peoples as the Instrument 
of an American policy, as pawns 
in the strategic policy of military 
containment. That will not work. 
That is what is not working now. 
That is the main cause of the im­ 
mense Asian feeling against us. 
The people 
there 
believe—and 
those who can read or listen to 
what is so commonly said in Con­ 
gress and elsewhere find much to 
support them—that we think of 
them as a means to our ends— 
noble ends, no doubt, but still, our 
ends. 


ONLY THE OTHER DAY a 
leading newspaper tried to help 
Mr. Churchill by explaining to its 
readers the quantitative advan­ 
tages to America of the British 
Isles. That would once have been 
recognized as a most un-Ameri­ 
can way to talk about other peo­ 
ples, and Americans would have 
regarded it as an immoral way to 
think about them. 
We shall do 
well to examine ourselves. For in 
dealing with the peoples of Asia 
and Africa who are just achieving 
independence, the first thing to 
realize is that by independence 
they understand primarily not 
merely universal suffrage or even 
a better standard of life but above 
all a new personal self-respect. If 
we forget that, the policies we 
make for those regions are su.» 
to be disastrously ineffective. For

British Tanks In 
Action Against 
Egyptian Police 
CAIRO (/P)—British tanks, firing 
their heavy guns from behind a 
smoke screen, went into action in 
Ismailia today to oust and disarm 
Egyptian auxiliary police from the 
Suez canal zone trouble spot. 
The British have repeatedly 
charged the police with participat­ 
ing in sniping and raiding against 
British forces. 
A British spokesman said 1,500 
British troops were involved in the 
dawn action. 
They surrounded Egyptian police 
headquarters in Ismailia at 6:30 
am., laid down a heavy smoke 
screen and replied to fire from the 
Egyptian police with ‘heavy weap­ 
ons,** the spokesman announced. 


Loopholes In 


Hot Sweater' 


Law Are Cited 
SACRAMENTO (UP) — State fire 
marshal Joe Yockers says there are 
two weak points In the law prohibit­ 
ing the sale of garments such as 
the so-called "exploding sweaters” 
The sweaters, made of brushed 
rayon, burned rapidly when Ignited 
by even a small spark. (One was re­ 
ported sold this week by a peddler 
in Marin City) 
Yockers says police are unable to 
seise and confiscate the sweaters 
unless they have definite knowledge 
that a sale has been eonsumated. 
This is hard to prove, Yockers says, 
because the sweaters have been 
sold by door-to-door street peddlers 
rather than through acknowledged 
clothing stores. 
Furthermore, Yockers says, the 
peddler must "knowingly and wil­ 
fully violate” the law prohibiting 
inflamable garments before he ean 
be convicted of a crime. 
Yockers says the words "know­ 
ingly and wilfully” provide a big 
loophole through which unscrupu- 
lo>ts peddlers ean escaps. 
Yockers compliments manufactur­ 
ers* merchants and the press for 
their part in making the public 
aware of the danger of the sweaters.

'HIGH SCHOOL SHOULD BE HARDER' 
Tam Grads Say School Fine, 
But Have Improvement Ideas 


About two-thirds of the huinan 
body is made up ,of water. 


Twenty-three T a m a Ip a i • High 
school graduates now at University 
of California feel they received a 
good education at Tam, but some 
think high school should have been 
harder. 
The group was quizzed recently by 
a set of counselors at Berkeley. Con­ 
clusions drawn were sent back to 
Willard H. Van Dyke, superinten­ 
dent of the Tamalpals Union High 
school district. 
A few of the ex-Tam students said 
that high school exams should be 
of the sassy type. That’s the kind 
of test where the student is asked to 
elaborate on a general question. 
Many high schools use "objective” 
quizzes, consisting of true and false 
questions, matching, multiple choice, 
and fill-in questions. Some think 
this gives too much opportunity for 
guessing. 
MORE DIFFICULT 
Nearly all the students taking part 
in the conferences said their train­ 
ing at Tam was above the average 
received by other freshmen. But 
some now think that more difficult 
subjects should be taken at high 
schooL 
By difficult, they meant scienee— 
especially chemistry and physics, 


mathematics, and languages. The 
group consensus was that no en ter­ 
ing college student should be with­ 
out at least a year of algebra. 
Another subject too often skipped 
over In high school, some claimed, 
is typing. University work entails a 
large volume of written work, such 
as themes, term papers, and typing 
of notes.PROPOSE 'SCOUTING' 
For high school seniors planning 
to enter Cal next semester or next 
fall, a preliminary scouting trip to 
the Berkeley campus was 
racommended.

More slide rule drill In high 
school. 
A year of advanced algebra before 
tackling college. This opinion was 
voiced by a social welfare student.
